It is 
in the result precisely the same as if the House 
should send a guard of soldiers to close the 
doors of every Legislative Hall in the Union 
against all discussion upon the rights of man— 
the self-evident truths of the Declaration of 
lndependence—slavery, the slave-trade and its 
abolition. At every passage of this resolution 
I have felt deep indignation—but far deeper 
humiliation. I have felt indignant at the sup- 
pression of my right as a member of the House 
—of the right of my constituents to use the 
privilege of freemen, to assemble together and 
to deliberate upon freedom and slavery—of the 
right of the Legislature of my native Common- 
wealth to pass resolutions expressing their de- 
testation and that of their constituents of slav- 
ery in all ms forms. But the deep: humiliation 
that I have felt-was as an American citizen. 
It was the conciousness of degradation from 
the lofty stand we had taken among the nations 
of the earth, as the first proclaimers of the in- 
sable freedom of the human race. The ig- 
nious transformation of the People who 
had commenced their career in the world by 
the Declaration of Independence, into a nation 
of slave-traders and slave-breeders, for sale, was 
a contemplation mortifying beyond endurance. 
I considered the institution of domestic slave- 
ry existing in the Southern States of the Union 
asa misfortune entailed upon them in their 
colonial condition, which, at the timo of the 
Revolution, they considered in that light them- 
It was, however, a part of their inter- 
nal organization, over which the Congress of 
the Revolution had never exercised jurisdiction, 
and which, so long as it could be maintained 
in peace, was reserved for the exclusive legis- 
Jation of the several States. There was obvi- 
ously a gross inconsistency between the princi- 
ples proclaimed in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the practice of holding human beings 
in perpetual and hereditary bondage; and the

Quincy, May 23, 1839. 
CONTINUED FROM LAST PAPER. 


The policy of the south with regard to the, 
affairs of the Union is exclusively devoted to 
that object. ‘That was the impulse under which 
they effected the dismemberment of Mexico, and 
the establishment of the Republic of Texas. 
A part of that plan, as you now know, was to} 
annex to this Union the new Republic, with an 
additienai belt of five degrees of latitude across 
the Continent to the South Sea. Had that! 
plan been consummated, a territory sufficient 


‘for the foundation of ten States, with the new 


brand of irrevocable slavery upon their brows, 
would have been brought to sit like an incubus 
upen the nation, and nothing less than the in-| 


'eatinguishable energies of freedom could have, 
saved you from the reinstituted curse of slavery | 


upon yourselves. It may serve as consolation” 
and encouragement to you, under the contemp-. 
{uous treatment of your petitions, that, slighted 


'as they were, they averted fora time that im- 


pending ruin. I say for a time; for you do 
well not implicitly to trust thatostensible with- | 
drawal by the Republic of Texas of her solici- 
tntion fer the annexation of herself to this’

of Virginia Presidents was evidently drawing 
to a close, immediately after the second election 
of Mr. Monroe, the Legislature of South Caro- 
lina, converted into a caucus, gravely and ar-| 
dently held a debate which of two citizens of 
South Carolina, Mr. William Lowndes or Mr. 
John C. Calhoun, was to be the successor to 
the Presidency, at the next election, then four 
years distant in time. After a heated discus- 
sion, and an arduous canvass, the friends of Mr 
Lowndes prevailed st this caucus bya majgrity 
of not more than one or two votes ; but it was 
universally understood that the pretensions of 
Mr. Calhoun, then under forty years of age. 
were second only to those of Mr. Lowndes, 
and that one or the other of them must, beyond 
all question, be the next President of the Uni- 
ted States. The Legislature of South Carolina, 
therefore, in 1821, nominated, four years in ad- 
vance, Mr. Willian Lowndes for President of 
the United States in 1825; and when, with 
plain common sense, he answered that the Pres- 
idency was a station neither to be solicited nor 
refused, it was sounded and resounded with 
trumpet tongue, as a prodigious exemplification 
of disinterestedness and patriotic self devotion. 

Mr. Calhoun and his friends, however, were 
not satisfied with this nomination, and just at 
the close of the same year, 182], a Congres- 
sional counter-nomination of him was projected 
at Washington, but, after deliberate considera- 
tion, postponed as, premature. Mr. Lowndes 
shortly afterwards died, and the Legislature of 
South Carolina, always alert in the purpose of 
furnishing a President for the United States, de- 
layed not formally to nominate Mr Calhoun. 
This nomination was, indeed, not more success- 
ful than that of Mr. Lowndes, but it gave way 
only for a third native of South Carolina, for 
whom a pledged ticket of electors was chosen by 
the Legislature of that State in November, 1824, 
who accordingly voted fur Gen. Jackson as 
President, and Mr. Calhoun as Vice President 
of the United States. 

The election of Mr. Calhoun as Vice Presi- 
dent then succeeded, and. bv a coalition of the 
Carolina party, under his auspices, with anoth- 
er Southern, or the old Virginia party, till then 
his most bitter opponents, marching undér the 
lead of Mr. William TH. Crawford, at the elec- 
tion of December, 1828, they seemed to have 
attained the summitof their ambition, by placing 
natives of South Carolina in both the offices of 
President and Vice President, with the distinct 
understanding that the succession to the highest 
station was to be,after four, or, at most, after 
eight years, in the same line. | 

But now came the fable of the milkmaid’s 
pail. Not one year of Gen. Jackson’s adminis- 
tration had passed away before Mr. Calhoun 
found himself involved in a personal controver- 
sy with the heroic chieftain, for having, 
some twelve years before, been much in- 
clined to punish him bya military tribunal 
for his exploits in the Seminole war.

by the Dissertation upon Slavery by Professor 
Dew, of William and Mary College, under the 
form of a review of those debates. 

This work forms a new era in the history of 
the United States, and of North American poli- 
tics and morals. It is the clearest and most 
striking illustration of the essential and immed- 
icable nature of slavery ever exhibited. kis 
worthy of having been devised by the tortured 
spirits of Milron’s Pandemonium. It is the off- 
spring of Despair, bidding defiance to the God 
of Heaven. 

It begins by abjuring the self-evident truths 
of the Declaration of Independence, and with 
them the elementary truths of the Christian 
dispensation—the natural equality of mankind. 
It maintains that the African is a different and 
inferior race to the white Eurepean,znd born 
and destined by nature to live in subjection un- 
der him. You will perceive that this position, 
laid at the basis of an argument to sustain the 
institution of slavery, demes to the colored 
man the possession of animmortal soul. This 
must, indeed, necessarily and unavoidably be 
the foundation of every theory to justify sla- 
very. For if 

“ The soul, secure in its existence, emiles 
At the drawn dagger, and defies its point,” 


the soul of one man can never be made the 
property of anotber. It is the soal that consti- 
tutes the man; and, by the laws of Nature 
and of Nature's Ged, you cannot make a he- 
man being your slave without depriving him of 
his immortal soul and degrading him to the 
level of the grazing ox. The teacher of the 
new school of William and Mary and his fol- 
lowers tell us that this has been done already ; 
that God—yes, they use the name of God !— 
has made two varieties of the human race— 
one to be masiers, and the other to be slaves— 
one to loll upon down and dream of moral phi- 
losophy, the other to be the beasts of burden to 
pamper the idle sud worthless existence of their 
masters. I pass over the revolting character 
of this first principle ; its irreconcilable opposi- 
tion to-the vital principle of Christianity, to do 
unto others as you would that they should do 
unto you; its flat contradiction to that express 
declaration of Divine inspiration, that “ God 
hath made of one blood all nations ef men ;” 
its reliance upon brutal physical force as the ul- 
timate arbiter of tle relations between man and 
his brother man ; I set aside all these conside- 
rations, but ask you, fellow-citizens, fer one 
moment to reflect deeply—deeply to reflect up- 
on the impending consequences of this new 
theory upon this Union, and upon the free in- 
stitutions of that portion of it yet in the enjoy- 
ment of freedom. 

In the Declaration of Independence, the nat- 
ural equality of mankind and the natural rights 
of man are declared to be self-evident truths; 
and from these truths are inferred, as equally 
self-evident, that Governments are instituted 
among men to secure their rights; that Gov- 
ernments derive their just powers only from the 
consent of the governed ; and that, whenever 
any form of government becomes destructive 
of these ends, it is the right of the People to 
alter or to abolish i, and to institute another 
government to secure the same ends in its 
stead. 

Let us waive the question now whether these 
principles are true or false, whether they are 
self-evident or controvertible. The signers of 
the Declaration of Independeénce, and the Peo- 
ple in whose name and by whose authority they 
spoke, held them to be self-evident. So they 
declare, with an appeal to the Supreme Ruler 
of the world for their sincerity ; and it is upon 
the basis of the princip'es, and of them alone, 
that they declare the People of the thirteen 
Colonies absolved from their allegiance to the 
British Crown, released from their duties as 
subjects of the British Empire, and constituting 
one People of thirteen united, free, and inde- 
pendent States. 

Upon these principles their Union had been 
formed, and was by them declared: perpetual. 
Upon these principles the Constitution of the 
United States and those of all the separate 
States have been professedly founded. They 
have been considered as the immovable and 
eternal foundation of al! our political institutions, 


and we have gloried in them as first introduced , 


under our auspices to be the admiration and 
emulation of the world of man. We have all 
known that there was another theory of human 
covernment, founded upon the supposed unlim- 
ited and illimitable nature of constituted power 
—that the issue of the seven years’ war of our 
independence was precisely the conflict between 
these two theories of government, the theory of 
human rights and the theery of constituted 
power—that the cause of Great Britain in that 
war staked upon the theory of power, and our 
cause upon the theory of right. And when 
our fathers were tauntingly asked” how they 
could, for seven long years, endure the unutter- 
able miseries of their country under the devas- 
tations of a combined civil, foreiga, and savage 


war, for a three-penny tax upon tea, they an- 


swered, as their Congress, after the close of 
the contest, on the 24th of April, 1783, had re- 
minded them, “ Let it be remembered, that it 
has ever béen the pride and boast of America.

4s irreststible, that, in the view of the slavehol- | 
ders themselves, the principles of the Declara-| 


tion of Independence are as fatal to the insti- 
vation of slavery as they were to the tyranny 
of Great Britain over the Colonies. 
People of all the primitive Southern States 
were parties to the Declaration of Independence, 
to the Revolutionary war, to the Constitution 
of the United States. Four delegates from the 
State ef South Carolina, and seven from the 
State of Virginia, pledged their lives, their for- 


tunes and their sacred honor to the principles, 


proclaimed in the Declaration, and to the per- 
petual union founded on those principles. To re- 
nounce those principles is virtually to withdraw 
from the Union, and it is my deliberate and 
settled opinion that upon no other principles 
can this Union be maintained. “You have per 
haps not been aware ofthese palinodial recanta- 
tions of the principles of our Revolution, and 
are still less aware how extensively they are 
prevailing among the slaveholders of the South, 


hut contemporaneous with them has been the as- 


sumption of a new and extraordinary attitude 
towards the Union itself. It was under the influ- 
ence of this new slave-bred and slave-breeding 
creed that the State of South Carolina arrayed 
herself in armor, formally undertook to nullify 
a law of Congress, and bade defiance to the 
Government of the Union. Virginia was not 
then quite ready to join her, but, with very 
doubtful constitutional authority, sent an am- 
bassador to negotiate with her, and afterwards 
assisted in consummating that compromise, 
which, by the sacrifice of the American system, 
and of your interest, gave an equivalent for the 
yetreat from nullification and the return of South 
Carolina to the pale of the Union. 

The remarkable feature of that compromise 
was that it was a transaction exclusively con- 
fined to the slaveholding portion of the Union, 
and to the slaveholding repfesentation in Con- 
gress. It was concocted between two Senators, 
one from South Carolina, and the other from 
Kentucky, both slaveholders, both in violent op- 
position to the Executive Administration then 
also headed by a slaveholder, and was adopted 
by him, and swept through the House of Rep- 
resentatives by a whirlwind, in glaring viola- 
tion of that article of the Constitution which 
provides that all bills for raising revenue shall 
originate in that House. It was strictly a bar- 
gain of the slaveholders among themselves 
in which the industry and the interest of the 
free portion ef the nation were neither consult- 
ed nor considered, but were bound hand and 
foot, and jaid prostrate at the feet of the peculiar 
institutions. 

But the ambition of the South Carolina party 
was not yet satiated. The phantom of abolition 
was advancing upon them, and swelling to gi- 
gantic dimensions assheadvanced. The Peo- 
ple of Great Britain were piling petition upon 
petition to Parliament for the abolition of sla- 
very in the British Colonies, and Parliament 
was gradually and reluctantly yielding to the 
irresistible flood of the tide. The sympathies 
-of language, of sentiment, of opinion, and espe- 
‘cially of freedom, were crossing the Atlantic 
with every breeze, and spreading over the con- 
genial atmosphere of a soil whence they had 
been first exhaled. ‘Slavery in the British Col- 
onies was abolished by the reformed Parliament 
~of an European Monarchy—abolished upon the 
very principles of our own Declaration of Inde- 
pendence—abolished, because irrefragably, ir- 
reconcilably contrary to the natural rights of 
mankind.

MAKING HAY. 

The large amount of hay that is used in sup- 
‘porting stock through our long winters is no 
-inconsiderable item in the out goes of the far- 
‘mer. Itis therefore of the utmost importance 
that he should, by every means within his pow- 
er, increase the value of what he cuts as much 
as possible. That the same bulk of some hay 
when cured and put into the barn will go much 
further in supplying food for stock than the 
‘same sized mow of other hay, is a fact well 
known to those who have been for a number of 
years in the habit of feeding cattle through the 
winter. One cause of this difference, and one 
‘too, which is beyond the control of the farmer, 
‘is the want of “ gum” which collects upon the 


grass after it gets its growth, if the weather be 
‘bright and clear; but if the weather be cloudy 
and rainy, no “gum” will collect, in which case 
| the same bulk of hay will be lighter and much 
|less nutritious. This “ gum” is probably the 
‘mucilage which is contained in the juices that 
jare taken up by the fibrous roots and transmit- 
_ted to support the plant, which, after it attains 
‘its full growth, are superabundant, and conse- 
quently are exuded through the pores and the 
_water being evaporated leaves this substance in 
‘a gummy state epon the surface of the plant.

| But these are only expausions of soul—senti-_ 


| mental maxims ; and there stand the “ texden- 
cies of associated wealth”—the twelve hundred 
millions of dollars in human bones, and mus- 
cles, and sinews—the three millions of immor- 
‘tal souled chattels !—and which of the scales of 
the balance, think you, will kick the beam ? 

I would do no injustice to the ancient and 
honorable Commonwealth of Virginia. I know 
there are still within her noble spirits firmly 
believing that slavery is an evil, and hoping, 
faintly hoping, that it will one day be banished 
‘from within her borders. We have seen inthe 
conduct of her representative at the Court of 

London that she feels it as a keen and bitter 
reproach to be told that she has sunk into a

When this revolution of sentiment shall have

| formable to, but sanctioned by, the laws of Na- 
ture and of Nature’s God, then will be the time 
| for separation from the fanatics of the North, and 
for the organization of a Southern Confedera- 
|cy, founded upon the principles of perpetual 
|and irredeemable slavery, and for the annexa- 
tion of Texas, and of as much as can be con- 
quered of Mexico to the same. 


That this is and has for years been the policy | 


of the South Carolina party, cannot admit of a 
doubt. And to the purposes of this party, noth- 
ing would so effectively administer ns the im- 
mediate abolition of slavery in the District of 
Columbia, if zt could be now effected.

Slavery Society perceive in the immediate 
emancipation of the British Colonial slaves, I 
do not understand them as considering the pay- 
ment of the twenty millions of pounds sterling 
to indemnify the owners of the slaves as parta- 
king any share of that divine authority. 

If 1 understand correctly the sentiments of 


ithe Executive Committee of the American Anti- 


Slavery Society, they approve and applaud the 
parliamentary process so far as it extends to 
emancipation ; but reject, not without indigna- 
tion, that part of the British precedent which 
grants, at the expense of the nation, an equiva- 


‘lent to the dispossessed proprietor. 


For myself, fellow-citizens, I freely confess 
that, believing as I do that freedom is a natu- 
ral and inatienable right of man, and that, by 
the laws of Nature and of Nature’s God, an 
immortal soul cannot be made a chattel, lam 
yet disinclined to make of these opinions arti- 
cles of a religious creed with the pretension to 
impose it upen others. If asked whether I 
consider it a sin to hold a fellow creature in 
bondage for life, I might answer that it would 
be soin me; but I am not commissioned to de- 
nounce the judgment of God upon those who 
differ from me in religious belief, whether up- 
on the slavery question or upon any other. I 
have heard from my Master the injunction of 
* Judge not, that ye be not judged,” and from 
more than one of his Apostles the question, 
Who art thou that judges: another man’s ser- 
vant, or another? The days of denouncing 
prophecy are past ; and when I see that slave- 
ry has been permitted by Almighty God to ex- 
ist from the earliest periods of history, sacred 
or profane, down to the present day, though I 
look forward with earnest hope and intense de- 
sire to the day when it wi!] be banished from 
my country and from the world, I have no vo- 
jcation for the exercise of force or constraint or 
injustice, even for the liberation of the slave. 

If the abolition of slavery is ever to be effect- 
ed in this country, it must be either by force, 
that is, by a civil and servile war,or by the 
consent of the owners of the slaves. All the 
abolitionists and all the anti-slavery societies 
totally disclaim ali intention of purpose to em- 
|ploy or to sanction the employment of force, 
and complain, with reason, that the imputation 
of any such design to them isa slander. Jm- 
mediate emancipation, therefore, is in their pur- 
/pose to he effected, with the consent of the 
! masters, and without indemnity tothem. In

News had reached London, via Alexandria, | 
in Egypt, that the war had already commenced 
in earnest in Syria. The troops of Ibrahim 
had fallen back before the advance of the Turk- 
ish General, fighting as they retreated. It was 
reported that five thousand Egyptians deserted 
to the Turkish flag at the first onset. 

Advices from Egypt have been received up 
to June 101i. The Pacha of Egypt was then 
at Alexandria and though the first news recetv- 
ed from his army was any thing but favorable, 
he was by’ no | discouraged. His son 
Ibrahim writes in good spirits. He had fallen 
back to Allepo, where he was making prepara- 
tions for a great battle which could not be 
avoided and which would involve in battle the 
whole force of both armies. 

The Egyptian fleet was to sail for Syria with 
all possible despatch where it was to act in 
concert with the army under Ibrahim. It takes 
out men, money and amunition. It is well 
equipped, and in the language of a London cor- 
respondent “ burns to have an engagement with 
the Turks.” The Pacha of Egypt is resolved 
to make no concessions in Syria but such as

The combined fleet of France and England. 
now in the Mediterranean, is very powerful, 
and the French Ministry has demanded an ex- 
traordinary credit, for the purpose of augment-* 
ing their fleet in that quarter. France asserts 
openly, by her deputies, the necessity of pro- 
tecting Turkey against Russia, and all parties 
united in voting tex millions of francs to enable 
France to do her duty in this respect. 

The questions now asked abroad and in the 
English Parliament, are what will England do ? 
What part will she take? Will she look 
calmly on and see the Turkish empire destroy- 
ed and cut up into parcels, to be divided between 
Russia, Austria and perhaps Prussia? The 
probability is that England will act in concert 
with France and support Turkey against Rus- 
sia. The next arrival from Europe will be 
looked for with great interest. 

A special messenger had reached London 
bearing despatches from the East India govern- 
ment. The object of his mission had not trans- 
pired when the Great Western left. But it 
appears that a Calcutta paper-had been received 
at Psris stating that an extensive conspiracy 
against the English had been discovered at 
Madras, and that the king of Persia and anoth- 
er high dignitary were at the headeof the plot; 
also that the king had marched against Herat, 
which was in possession of the English, at the 
head of forty thousand men,and that another 
corps of five thousand had been detached 
against Bushire. The arrival of the special 
messenger doubtless relates to this conspiracy. 
It is also rumored that the English army in In- 
dia were advancing in a body to meet the con- 
spirators. It was further stated that one Brig- 
ade had meta detachment of the Persians and 
that some fighting had taken place. 

It having been found impracticable to put 
the Canadian prisoners upon their trial in Eng- 
land, in conformity with the suggestion in the 
judgment of the Court of Exchequer, the gov- 
ernment has notified them that upon entering 
into personal securities not to return to Canada 
they will be released. 

There ‘was a serious riot at Birmingham on 
the morning of the dth of July ata large Char- 
tist meeting. A party of the’ London police 
in attempting to arrest the leaders were over- 
powered. A regiment of dragoons were called 
out, which with the help of some infantry, drove 
the rioters from the ground. Six police men 
were more or less injured, about the head and 
body from kicks and blows. One man was ar- 
rested with a bayonet, another with an awe, 
with which he struck at and severely cut a po- 
lice officer in the head. About seventeen of 
the rioters in‘ all had been arrested.

Revised Statutes: Chap. 126, Sect.42. Every person 
who shall wilfully and maliciously, or wantonly and 
without cause, cut down or destroy, or by girdling, lop- 
ping, or otherwise shall injure any fruit tree, or any 
other tree not his own, standing or growing for shade, 
or ornament or other useful purpose, or shall malicious- 
ly or wantonly break the glass or any part of it, in any 
building not his own, or shall maliciously break down, 
injure, mar or deface, any fence belonging to, or enclos- 
ing lands not his own, or shall maliciously throw down 
or open any gate, bars or fence, and leave the same 
down or open, or shall maliciously and injuriously, 
sever from the freehold of another, any produce thereof, 
or any thing attached thereto,shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the county jail, not more than one year, 
or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.’

down, or carrying away, any sedge, grass, hay, or any 
corn standing, growing, or being on such land, or by 
carrying away from any wharf, or landing place, any 
goods whatever. in which he has no interest, or pro- 
perty, without the license of the owner thereof, shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the county jail, not 
‘more than sixty days,or by fine, not exceeding fifty 
dollars.’ 

‘ Revised Statutes : Chap, 126, Sect.45. Every per- 
son who shall wilfully commit any trespass, by enter- 
ing upon the Garden, Orchard, or other improved land 
of another, without permission of the owner thereof, 
and with intent to cut, take, carry away, destroy or 
injure the trees, grain, grass, hay, fruit or vegetables, 
there growing, or being, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the county jail, not more than thirty days, or 
by fine, not exceeding twenty dollars, and it any of the 
offences mentioned in this, or in the preceeding Sec- 
tions, shall be committed on the Lord's day, or tn dis- 
guise, or secretly in the night time, between sun setting 
and sun rising, the imprisonment shall not be less than 
five days, nor the fine less than five dollars.

in dying agony. And this they call pleasure ‘ 

Four persons—grave, sedate, respectable per 

sons—seat themselves on the four sides of a 
mahogany table. Each provides himself with 
a bundle of painted bits of paper, and these they 
continue to throw down before them, or mutu- 
ally exchange, until a long night has been 
wasted, and the gray dawn is peeping through 
the half closed shutters. All this while they 
have maintained, except at rare intervals, a sol- 
emn silence. Now and again two of the num- 
ber thrusting their hands into their pockets 
draw forth sums of money, which they pass to 
‘their companions, and so often is this process 
‘repeated that their purses are continually emp- 
tied. Asthe manadmonishes them to separate, 
they rise from the table pale, worn and hag- 
gard, with trembling hands, fevered brows, and 
,gloomy hearts, full of dark and wicked purpo- 
ses. And this they call pleasure ! 

It is a close. oppressive and sultry afternoon.

An honest citizen, with his wife and daugh- 
ters, leaves his comfortable mansion where they

Either they go to 
some fashienable resort where the whole of 
them fre stowed into a room cight feet by four, 
with the privilege of two hours’ unmitigated 
sunshine out of the twenty-four, and the mighty 
companionship of whole troops of acquaintances, 
or journeying further, after several days of fa- 

tiguing travel, they reach some noted Springs, 
there to sleep on the damp floors of dirty cab- 
‘ins, and be obliged to resort to the most disgust- 
(ing forwardness to obtain the necessary supply 
‘of food. And this they call pleasure ! 

Truly may we wonder that these things are 

so, and yet are not the instances constantly be- 
foreus? Turn where we will we find these 
and other examples, not less striking, of the

Woodlands, belonging to the members of the Associa- 
tion. 


Revised Statutes: Chap.126, Sect.42. Every person 
who shall wilfully and maliciously, or wantonly and 
without cause, cut down or destroy, or by girdling, lop- 
ping, or otherwise shall injure any fruit tree, or any 
other tree not his own, standing or growing for shade, | 
or ornament or other useful purpose, or shall malicious- 
ly or wantonly break the glass or any part of it, in any 
building not his own, or shall maliciously break down, 
injure, mar or deface, any fence belonging to, or enclos- 
ing lands not his own, or shall maliciously throw down | 
or open any gate, bars or fence, and leave the same 
down or open, or shall maliciously and injuriously, 
sever from the freehold of another, any produce thereof, 
or any thing attached thereto, shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the county jail, not more than one year, 
or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.’ 

Every per- 
son who shall wilfully commit any trespass, by cutting 
down or destroying any timber, or wood, standing or 
growing, onthe land of another, or by carrying away 
any kind of timber or wood, cut down or lying on such | 
land or by digging up, or carrying away, any sione, ore, 
gravel, clay, sand, turf or mould, from such land, or 
any roois, fruit or plants, there being, or by cutting 
down, or carrying away, any sedge, grass, hay, or any

and then placed in a situation whére they will 
dry gradually, being every day stirred up or 
turned to prevent their moulding. Seed after 
being thus prepared, may be preserved almost: 
any length of time ina perfectly good state by 
packing them in pulverized charcoal and keep- 
ing then in a dry place, or stopping them en- 
tirely ina glass bottle.—Maine Farmer.

such information as may lead to the conviction and 
punishment of any person or persons, offending against 
the laws protecting the Gardens, Fields, Orchards and 


Woodlands, belonging tothe members of the Associa- 


tion. 

Revised Statutes: Chap.126,Sect.42. Every person 
who shali wilfully and maliciously, or wantonly and 
without cause, cut down or destroy, or by girdling, lop- 
ping, or otherwise shall injure any fruit tree, or any 
other tree not his own, standing or growing for shade, 
or @nament or other useful purpose, or shall malicious- 
ly or wantonly break the glass or any part of it, in any 
building not his own, or shall maliciously break down, 
injure, mar or deface, any fence belonging to, or enclos- 
ing lands not his own, or shall maliciously throw down 
or open any gate, bars or fence, and leave the same 
down or open, or shall maliciously and injuriously, 
sever from the freehold of another, any produce thereof, 
or any thing attached thereto, shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the county jail, not more than one year, 
or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.’ 

‘ Revised Statutes : Chap. 126, Sect. 44. Every per- 
son who shall wilfully commit any trespass, by cutting 
down or destroying any timber, or wood, standing or 
growing, onthe land of another, or by carrying away 
any kind of timber or wood, cut down or lying on such 
land or by digging up, or carrying away, any stone, ore, 
gravel? clay, sand, turf or mould, from such land, or 
any roois,fruit or plants, there being, or by cutting 
down, or carrying away, any sedge, grass, hay, or any 
corn standing, growing, or being on such land, or by 
carrying away from any wharf, or landing place, any 
goods whatever,in which he has no interest, or pro- 
perty, without the license of the owner thereof, shall 
be punished by imprisonment in the county jail, not 
more than sixty days, or by fine, not exceeding fifty 
dollars.”

Voted, That the President and Directors be author- 
ised to offer the above reward to any person giving 
such information as may lead to the conviction and 
punishment of any person or persons, offending against 
the laws protecting the Gardens, Fields, Orchards and 
Woodlands, belonging to the members of the Associa- 
tion. 


Revised Statutes: Chap. 126, Sect.42. Every person 
who shall wilfully and maliciously, or wantonly and 
without cause, cut down or destroy, or by girdling, lop- 
ping, or otherwise shall injure any fruit tree, or any 
other tree not his own, standing or growing for shade, 
or ornament or other useful purpose, or shall malicious- 
ly or wantonly break the glass or any part of it, in any 
building not his own, or shall maliciously break down, 
injure, mar or deface, any fence belonging to, or enclos- 
ing lands not his own, or shall maliciously throw down 
or open any gate, bars or fence, and leave the same 
down or open, or shall maliciously and injuriously, 
sever from the freehold of another, any produce thereof, 
or any thing attached thereto, shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the county jail, not more than one year, 
or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.’ 

‘ Revised Statutes : Chap. 126, Sect. 44. Every per- 
son who shall wilfully commit any trespass, by cutting 
down or destroying any timber, or wood, standing or 
growing, onthe land of another, or by carrying away 
any kind of timber or wood, cut down or lying on such 
land or by digging up, or carrying away, any sone. ore, 
gravel, clay, sand, turf or mould, from’such land, or 
any roois, fruit or plants, there being, or by cutting 
down, or carrying away, any sedge. grass, hay, or any 
corn standing, growing, or being on such land, or by 
carrying away from any wharf, or landing place, any 
goods whatever. in which he has no interest, or pro- 
perty, without the license of the owner thereof, shall 
be puniehed by imprisonment in the county jalt, nor 
more than sixty days, or by fine, not exceeding fifty 
dollars.’ 

‘ Revised Statutes : Chap, 126, Sect.45. Every per- 
son who shall wilfully commit any trespass, by enter- 
ing upon the Garden, Orchard, or other improved land 
of another, without permission of the owner thereof, 
and with intent to cut, take, carry away, destroy or 
injure the trees, grain, grass, hay, fruit or vegetables, 
there growing, or being, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the county jail, not more than thirty days, or 
by fine, not exceeding twenty dollars, and if any of the 
offences mentioned in this, or in the preceeding Sec- 
tions, shall be committed on the Lord's day, or in dis- 
guise, or secretly in the night time, between sun setting 
and sun rising, the imprisonment shall not be less than 
five days, nor the fine less than five dollars.

THE MILITIA LAW. 
To Samuel White, Esq., 
Commander of Quincy Light Infantry. 

Sirn—From certain transactions which have 
recently taken place, and from a communica- 
tion by a committee chosen by the members o 
your Company, which I received a few days 
since, I am led to believe, that they are under 
a mistake respecting the advocates of the re- 
peal of the law giving a compensation to the 
light corps. It is extremely unpleasant for me, 
publicly, to vindicate ot explain any transaction 
of mine relating to the course which I have 
pursued while a member of the Legislature, | 
but as I believe false and improper statements 
have been made, whereby the members of your 
Company and some others have been deceived, 
I am induced to explain in this particular. 

In regard to the militia law which was pro- 
posed to be enacted at the last session of the 
Legislature, [ was entirely opposed to it for 
many reasons, but principally as there had been 
a new organization of a part of the militia of 
recent date, and I considered that there had not 
been sufficient experience to determine the ef- 
fects of its operation. Another objection, was, 
its virtually destroying the several fire depart- 
ments or so far¥deranging them as to cause 
much additional expense. The fines were aiso 
too excessive. re we on the eve ofa revo- 
lution or a foreign war, a more severe law 
would not have been necessary. 

If it were thought necessary at this time to 
enact a new geneml militia law, such has been 
the course which has been adopted in regard to 
the choice of officers, that many have been 
elected and now bold commissions, entirely un- 
suitable, so much so that few qualified persons 
would take a commission, consequently it 
would have been preferable to have disbanded 
the whole and commenced anew—and further 
the enactment was wo limited in regard to the 
ages. To extend fron twenty-one to thirty, 
few persons within those ages have had suffi- 
cient experience to have taken commissions of 
the highest order, and none, or very few would 
remain in office after the Jaw would have ex- 
onerated them. And finally, the Infantry Com- 
panies would never have been satisfied to have 
done duty without some compensation when 
the light corps received five dollars per year. 
For these and many other reasons I opposed 
the passage of the law. But as it relates to 
the repeal of the law compensating the uniform 
companies, I was entirely opposed to it; and 
seldom if ever used greater exertions than I 
did,to prevent the repeal of the law. I not 
only went before the committee and made such 
observations as I thought proper, but I opposed 
it with what little influence I had in every 
stage of its passage. When the order was first 
introduced for a repeal of the law, I was aston- 
ished from the source it came, as it was pro- 
posed by one and advocated by three other mil- 
itary gentlemen, who had been the strongest 
advocates for the Militia Law. I told them 
of the difficulties that would result and the 
great uneasiness it would cause among the 
members of thelight corps, but I soon found 
that their object was to reduce the whole of the 


militia as Jow as possible in order to promote a} 


final change. How far it is proper to do an 
evil that good may result, | am not prepared to 
say. If you or any one are anxious to ascer- 
tain who was the cause of the repeal of the 
law, a recourse to the Journals of the House 
will give every necessary information, and you 
may be assured, that from the extraordinary 
exertion and personal influence of those gentle- 
men alluded to, the law was repealed. I have 
always felt an interest for the militia of this 
State, and when the law was altered from three 
to five dollars I advocated the measure, and 
hope and believe that another Legislature will 
repeal the last law or enact such other as the 
Situation and circumstances of the State may 
require and give satisfaction to all. 3
